While it is all righdfbr our people 
to work fox ond get if possible large 
i .ta'olishments, such as the 
terminus 
of a laigejatiioad wouldafford, would 
it not be better to exert the same 
amount of effort to get smaller estab­ 
lishments that later on would grow 
to a large size. 
It would be much 
better and the work could be ac 
complished much easier to ho'd ou 
nducements 
for 
enterprises 
of 
smaller degree to come among 
and grow up. 
We al.eady have sev 
eral manufactories which have started 
in-a small way with no outside in 
ducements, that are prosperous. 
We 
want more of them, perhaps of sev 
eral different kinds. 
Each one when 
carried on with intelligence is like 
small gold mine, which, improves as 
you go deeper. 
The suggestion 
.thrown 
out 
that 
some 
combined 
effort be made to induce capitalists, 
either large or small, to come withi 
our borders, and while the investor 
may become rich they will be the 
means of distributing a great deal of 
money within 
the 
town, 
thereby 
helping the whole neighborhood. Can 
any one look at the proposition 
and 
not consider it feasible if the proper 
effort is made. 
The work cannot.be 
commenced too soon and some kind 
of a nucleus should be formed 
from 
which the good work can go on.
